REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
entry of the amendment results in the presence of new 112 second issues. Claim 12 as amended includes the first and second 
bidirectional transmission lines as well as a provisional transmission line. Claim 13. for example, makes reference to said 
transmission lines, however, it is unclear whether Applicant intends to refer to all three transmission lines, only one of the 
bidirectional transmission lines and the provisional transmission line, or only the bidirectional transmission lines. Examiner 
recommends specifically referring to the bidirectional transmission lines as -said bidirectional transmission lines- and not 
simply as "said transmission lines" to avoid confusion. (The recitation in claim 13 is presented as an example and is not 
intended be exhaustive). Examiner notes, however, that upon entry, the amendment will overcome the current 112 and 103 
rejections set forth in the final rejection.
